This sentence they served, we be­ 
lieve, and have now appealed to the United States 
Government for redress, alleging a wrongful convic­ 
tion among other things. 
Secretary lilaine, it is

Wild was precipita­ 
ted in a cage, by the breaking of tbe wire 
rope, to the bottom of the South Wellirgton 
Company’s mine, and instantly killed on 
Saturday.

Senators Conoer and Baker each spoke against 
Btriking out the appro* nation, claiming there was 
no sim ilarity between this bill and the debris bill, 
which each had opposed.

PERIL OF NEW YORK. 


C haki.i: i-, A rk a n sa s. 
“ W ill 
your 
honor please charge the ju ry ?” asked an 
A rkansas lawyer, a t th e conclusion of a 
horse thief trial. 
“ I w ill,” replied his 
honor ; “ thfl C ourt charges each jnrym an 
§1 for drinks, and $6 extra for the one who 
used the C ourt's h at for a spittoon during 
th e first day of th e session.” ¡ 


T he New Y ork h e ra ld of yesterday 
said : 
“ W e have it on the authority of 
“ th e m ost em inent physicians of the city, 
“ and th ir opinion is sustained by the 
“ whole of the profession, th a t New Y ork 
“ is d o w on tlfe verge of a pestilence ; th at 
“ in fact prem onitory sym ptoms of the 
“ plague have already appeared. ’ 
T hat 
this is no alarm ist statem ent is well known 
by those who have followed the recent dis­ 
cussion cf the sanitary condition of New’ 
Y ork. 
On the I3th in stan t a m eeting of 
medical men was held a t ChickeriDg H all 
to consider the subject. 
Over one hundred 
of the leading physicians of the city were 
present. 
Addresses w ere m ade by m any 
of them , and there was no t a dissentient 
voice as to the serious end alarm ing nature 
of the situation. 
I t was there shown th a t 
the death-rate for th e first three m onths of 
the present year has been fifty per cent, 
higher th an for the corresponding period in 
1SS0 ; th a t typhus fever has already in­ 
vaded th e city, not only in the fouler 
slums, b u t in such regions as Madison 
S q u are ; th at cases of cholera have oc­ 
curred ; and th at all th e indications point 
to a pestilence as soon a3 the hot w eather 
seta in. 
Resolutions w ere passed a t this 
m eeting declaring “ th-.t th e garbage and 
“ the filth, the necessary accum ulations of 
“ traffic and of households in this great me- 
“ tropolis, have not been thoroughly re- 
“ moved iroqi the streets of our city for a 
“ num ber of years,” and showing th a t the 
general sanitary condition was most dan­ 
gerous. 
The doctors asserted th a t tlie a t­ 
mosphere is poisoned by exhalations from 
the accum ulated tilth ; th a t m eat hanging 
in the m arkets is poisoned ; th at the dust 
from the streets is full of disease germs ; 
th at m alaria is created and fostered by the 
reeking sewers and g u tte rs; th at the chil­ 
dren of the poor, having no other p lay ­ 
grounds than the filthy streets, are exposed 
to the greatest danger. 
B ut how is it th at such a sham eful con­ 
dition of things is suffered to continue in 
the greatest and w ealthiest city of the 
Union ? The answ er to this question is to be 
found in the following resolution, w hich is 
among those passed a t th e m eeting referred 
to : “ Resolved, T h at th e m ethods hereto- 
“ fore adopted by the Police D epartm ent 
“ of the city have been notoriously bad, 
“ and even those m ethods have been inef- 
“ ficiently carried out. 
P arty politics have 
“ been made to enter into what should be a 
“ purely sanitary duty perform ed by u re- 
“ sponsible ojfeer.” 
T his is the explana­ 
tion of th e whole situation, astounding 
and revolting as it m ust appear. 
In order 
to prevent the loss of certain spoils of of­ 
fice the Assembly a t A lbany lias refused to 
pass a bill p utting th e whole power of 
street-cleaning in the hands of the Mayor. 
Lest certain thieves and scoundrels should 
be.deprived of their plunder, th a t is to say, 
the lives of th e whole population of New 
Y ork have been deliberately jeopardized. 
This is the unvarnished tru th , and it m ust 
be acknowledged th a t th e spoils system has 
here reached a pitch of bru tality and cal­ 
lousness to which nothing in the history of 
the Tweed Ring furnishea a parallel. 
It is even alleged th a t the refusal of th e 
Assembly to pass the street-cleaning bill is 
the result of an understanding w ith the 
represen tat i vi s of the S tate at W ashing­ 
ton. 
The m ost cautious and conservative 
journal in New Y ork, the Evenimj Post, 
observes th a t “ it is in th e air ” th a t “ cer- 
“ tain persons a t W ashington are so far in 
“ accord w ith ignoble legislators a t A lbany 
“ th a t a close perusal of the reports of the 
“ cousultatinn of the faculty of New York 
“ may be as useful a t th e seat of the na- 
“ tional as a t the State governm ent. '’ 
The 
same journal hiipts a t th e existence of a 
“ corrupt bargain betw een placemen and 
“ politicians of opposite parties, whereby 
“ they hope to divide an infamous profit 
“ a t the expense of the health and estates 
“ of the people of the city of New Y ork.” 
0 :h e r journals are far less reserved, and 
do uot hesitate to assert positively th at 
such a bargain has been consum m ated, and 
th at 
th e 
Republican 
“ m ach in e” has 
struck hands w ith Tam m any tor the pu r­ 
pose of m aintaining an 111.I’ll :lent and cor­ 
ru p t city governm ent, no m atter a t w hat 
hazard to the health of the comm unity. 
I t is fu rth er evident th a t the appeals 
and representations of th e physicians and 
of th e press have been ignored, and th a t 
N ew York is to be suffered to d rift into the 
horrors of the pestilence rath er th an th a t 
the villains who control 
and rob her 
should be deprived of auy portion of their 
stealings. 
If anarchy is worse than such 
governm ent, in w hat particular can it be 
worse ? 
To be ruled by a gang of brutal, 
low-browed ruffians in whom there isneither 
conscience nor hum anity ; to be ground 
betw een the upper and the nether mill­ 
stones of 
Republican 
and 
Democratic 
scoundrelism ; to be refused ex’en the 
poor privilege of breathing pure air ; to 
be doomed by the sheer villainy of rob­ 
ber rulers to all the horrors of pestilence ; 
to be taxed to death, to know th a t this 
taxation is half naked robbery, y et to be 
im potent to re: ist i t ; to bear ail this, and 
then to be told th a t they enjoy the bless- 
iugi of freedom ; w hat fate can be more 
m elancholy than th at of the people of New 
York ?

B etter the ar.arehy of the i’aris ( loni- 
m nne than so hideous a travesty of gov- 
ernn.eut as this. 
B etter the lawlessness 
of th e frontier than the sham order of our 
rogue-cursed and pestilence-haunted m etro­ 
polis. 
N cr can the people of even the 
m ost d istan t States afford to regard the 
condition of New York w ith indiffcrenea. 
I.et cholera break out there as it broke out 
in 18-19, and no man can set a lim it to the 
ravages of the disease. 
I t would sweep 
over the country like a prairie lire. 
It 
would glide from town to town, from State 
to State, carryiug desolation w ith it. 
New 
York is a great storm -center, and from its 
foul streets may arise a t any tim e an epi­ 
demic which will kill more than died iu the 
entire period of the Rebellion. 
Y et all 
these risk* are coolly taken by the Albany 
legislators and the arch-rogues who control 
them . 
They care nothing for the results 
of their policy. 
They are determ ined th at 
th e sauitary condition of the city shall not 
be improved if th at im provem ent involves 
the sacrifice of aDy part of their opportuni­ 
ties for stealing. 
To this horrible state is 
th e first city of the republic reduced, and 
all th a t its people and its press can do is 
to protest and to u tte r im potent threats. 
The probability is th a t it is Dow too late 
for remedial m easures, even if the New 
Y ork Assem bly retreat from its present 
position and pass the bill. 
In th e first 
weeks of May th e physicians anticipate the 
outbreak of an epidemic, and judging from 
yesterday’s dispatches it may come even 
earlier.

It is stated th a t John M ackay has se­ 
cured the control of the Sufro Tunnel.

this is true it will certainly be interpreted 
as an indication th a t a m arket is about to 
be made. 
T he decline of th e Comstock 
coincided quite curiously w ith th e opening 
of the Sutro Tunnel. 
8o long as th a t tu n ­ 
nel has been in the hands of outsiders the 
m arket has been dead. 
The assertion Ins 
frequently been m ade th a t the Comstock 
Lode was virtually w orked out. 
B ut it 
has as frequently been alleged th at if 
th e .Sutro T unnel were once "under the 
control of th e Bonanza men no one need 
be surprised if another great stock boom 
was organized. The Sutro T unnel has long 
been seen to be th e key’ of the situ ­ 
ation. 
I t is th e only solvent of the lower- 
levels problem . If it is possible to descend 
still deeper ; if there are any ore bodies 
lower down ; if they can be worked profit­ 
ably ; it m ust be through the tunnel. The 
alleged transfer of the control of the tu n ­ 
nel to M ackay and his partners m ust 
therefore 
inevitably 
tend 
to 
infuse 
new vitality into th e m arket, even before 
there is any intelligent comprehension of 
w hat is to follow. 
The collapse has been 


30 com plete and long continued th a t it will 
doubtless be m uch more difficult than ever 
before to create a genuine boom, and prob­ 
ably the diam ond drill will have to be 
resorted to. 
Experience, however, fully 
justifies th e conclusion th a t if the public 
think M ackay has a new bonanza in view, 
or even if they only th in k a strong m arket 
among the possibilities, they will soon re­ 
turn to th eir old gam bling habits. 
The 
moth th a t has been singed continues to 
flutter round the lam p until it is burned 
to death, and th e veteran stock gam bler 
only asks the barest phantom of a prospect 
to

his 
investm ents 
upon. 
Of 
course the new move may moan nothing 
more th an a conspiracy for the purpose 
of unloading depressed stock. 
T h at has 
been the general outcome of sim ilar prom is­ 
ing 
affairs, and 
it 
is 
necessary 
to 
recall 
this 
fact. 
As 
it 
stands 
it 
does not convey any inform ation to the 
public. 
I t m ay be a blind. 
I t may be 
anything b ut w hat saaguiue speculators 
are likely to hope. 
I t affords no w arrant 
for a change in the condition of the m arket. 
For all th at, however, we realize the prob­ 
ability th a t it will effect such a change, 
because in these m atters men gamble upon 
dream s far more often than upon solid 


facta. 
H itherto the public a t large have 
had the privilege of paying assessments, 
and occasionally buying w ild-cat mirfes for 
fancy prices. 
T here is no ground for be­ 
lieving th a t any change in the programme 
is contem plated by the principal operators, 
b ut nevertheless we shall not be surprised 
to see th e m arket recovering its tone short­ 
ly under th e usual gaseons stim ulants.

W a s h in g t o n , April 21st.—The enforced 
resignation of Assistant Postmaster-General 
Brady continues to be a permanent topic of 
comment, and minors are afloat th at it is 
soon to be followed by a criminal indictmeDt 
of Brody and a num ber of prominent mail 
contractor* for a conspiracy to defraud the 
Government, and by civil suits to procure 
the restitution of large amounts of money 
alleged to have been thus fraudulently ac­ 
quired by them. 
I t is further intimated, in 
seemingly well-informed quarters, th at the 
resignation of several other Departm ent offi­ 
cers, whoRe relations with the star-route 
ring 
have 
bem 
of 
a 
questionable 
character, 
will 
also 
be 
demanded, 
and th at several clerks in the contract office 
are m arked for dismissal. 
A full statem ent 
of the results of the investigation now in pro­ 
gress is promised to be given to the {ires* by 
Postmaster-General Jam es as eoon as it is 
completed, and there is strong reason to ex­ 
pect th at the developments will be very 
startling. 
The .Southern Democratic Senators are 
greatly displeased w ith Frye’s speech of yes­ 
terday, and attach great significance to it, on 
account of his intim ate relations with Secre­ 
tary Blaine. 
M any of them also charge it 
upon the A dm inistration in genera], ms sev­ 
eral of the Departm ents had apparently been 
ransacked to furnish material for it, and the 
consequence is th at a number of Southern 
Democrats, hitberto favcrable to the confirm­ 
ation of Judge K :bert8on, now talk of voting 
with Senator Conkliug for its rejection. They 
argue th at Frye’a utterances concerning the 
South indicate a spirit of sectional animosity 
on the part of Garfield’s administration, and 
that they have even less to hope for from 
th at quarter than from the Conkling faction, 
because by joining in his fight against the 
President’s nominations they may help to 
establish the “ Senatorial courtesy” doctrine, 
and thereafter reap an advantage from it ;
